NEW MEXICO BOARD OF EXAMINERS FOR ARCHITECTS 


Rules and Regulations 
Filed under State Rules Act July 28, 1970 
As amended unanimously by the Board on March 2, 1974 


Section 1. ORGANIZATION 


1. NAME. The name of this agency of the State of New Mexico is the State Board of Examiners for 
Architects. It is composed of five members appointed by the governor and shall subsequently be referred 
to as the Board. 


2. OBJECT. The object of the Board shall be the administration of the New Mexico Architectural Law, 
in accordance with the duties and requirements as prescribed in Chapter 28 of the New Mexico Session 
Laws 1939 (67-12-1, et seq.) New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 Compilation. 


3. SEAL. The official seal of the Board shall be as follows: an embossed circular seal two and one-fourth 
inches in diameter, consisting of two concentric circles, the outer circle to be one and three-fourths inches 
in diameter. The annular space between the two circles shall contain the words ““New Mexico Board of Ex- 
aminers for Architects’ and the year “‘1931”. The inner circle shall contain the Seal of the State of New 
Mexico. 


4. OFFICERS OF THE BOARD. The Board shall elect annually a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Secre- 
tary, who shall be chosen from among its members. Officers shall hold office until their successors have been 
duly elected and qualified. 


5. MEETINGS. The Board will meet at least three times each fiscal year for the purpose of transacting 
such business as may lawfully come before the Board. Candidates for registration, and applicants for the 
Examinations, will be interviewed at any or all of the meetings. Times and places for the meetings are avail- 
able from the Secretary, and will be advertised prior to the meetings. 


‘6. QUORUM. Three-fifths of the membership constitutes a quorum of the Board for the transaction of 
business. 


7. SALARIES. Members of the Board shall receive no salary for their services with the exception of the 
Secretary who shall receive one dollar per annum. 


8. AMENDMENTS. These Rules and Regulations may be amended at any regular or special meeting of 
the Board by majority vote, provided a copy of the proposed amendments has been given or mailed to each 
member of the Board at least ten days prior to the meeting at which time they are to be considered; or with- 
out such notice, at any meeting where there is a full attendance of all five members of the Board. Amend- 
ments by letter ballot may be passed providing all five members vote upon the questions involved. Less than 
five votes shall be construed in the same manner as though those not received had voted to defer action un- 
til the next meeting. 


Section 2. ADMINISTRATION 


1. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS. 


a. The Chairman shall, when present, preside at all meetings, appoint all committees subject to confirma- 
tion by vote of the Board, and sign with the Secretary all certificates that are issued. All vouchers drawn up- | 
on the funds of the Board shall be signed by the Chairman or the Secretary. The Chairman shall perform all 
other duties ordinarily pertaining to the office of Chairman, or as herein or hereafter prescribed. 


b. The Vice-Chairman will, in the absence of the Chairman, preside at the meetings and execute the du- 
ties of the Chairman. 


c. The Secretary shall, with the assistance of such clerical help as the Board may provide, conduct and 
care for all correspondence of the Board, keep the minutes of the meetings, and all books and records as 
herein or hereafter provided, including those related to finance. He shall sign with the Chairman all Certifi- 
cates of Registration and all other official documents of the Board. He shall be in possession of the official 
seal and affix same to all Certificates and other official documents upon order of the Board. He shall provide 


due notice to each member of the Board of the date, place, and time of all meetings, and present at each | 
meeting a general report covering all business of the Board bet.:cen meetings and comply with the instruc- 
tions as set out in Article 12, Paragraph 67-12-4 of the New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 Compilation. 


2. ORDER OF BUSINESS at any meeting of the Board shall be as follows: 
Roll Call 

Reading of the Minutes of the previous meeting, or discussion if previously mailed. 
Reading of the Secretary’s Reports 

Committee Reports 

Election of Officers and installation of same (at annual meeting) 
Consideration of old applications 

Unfinished Business 

Consideration of new applications 

New Business 

Review of the Board activities 

Adjournment 


3. LETTER BALLOTS. The Chairman and Secretary are authorized to issue letter ballots upon any > 
questions needing immediate action of the Board, or upon applications for examinations when presented, 
if applications warrant such action. Such letter ballots shall provide for a negative vote, an affirmative vote, 
and a vote to defer action on the question until the next meeting. If two or more members vote to defer 
action until the next meeting, then the Secretary shall place the question on the Agenda for the next called 
meeting. Letter ballots shall be tabulated by the Secretary ten days after the date of mailing, and ballots re- 


ceived after that time shall not be considered. 
| 


4. COMMITTEES. The Presiding Officer at any meeting of the Board is authorized to appoint special 
committees from the membership of the Board. The duties of such committees shall be as assigned at the time 
the committee is appointed. 


5. FINANCE. All vouchers issued upon the funds of the Board shall be signed by the Chairman or the 
Secretary. Bills shall be approved only by one of the following methods: 

a. By vote of approval at a meeting of the Board 

b. By letter ballot containing an itemized statement 

c. By previous vote of the Board setting a maximum cost which has not been exceeded. 


6. REIMBURSEMENT TO BOARD MEMBERS: Members of the Board shall be reimbursed according to 
the provisions of the Per Diem & Mileage Act. 


7. APPLICATION AND REGISTRATION FEE: The npelication and registration fee shall be $50.00, 
payable upon submission of each application. 


8. REGISTRATION RENEWAL: Fees for annual renewal of certificates shall be fifteen dollars ($15.00) 
for a legal resident of the state of New Mexico, and thirty dollars ($30.00) for a non-resident. Renewal may 
be effected at any time during the month of December by payment of the fee prescribed. 


a. Penalties. Upon the failure on the part of any registrant to renew his certificate annually in the monn 
of December, the renewal fee shall be subject to an increase of 10 percent for each month or fraction of a 
month that the payment is delayed; provided, however, that the maximum fee for a delayed renewal shall 
not exceed twice the normal fee for each and every year that the registrant remians in default. 


b. Expiration of certificates. Certificates of registration shall expire on the last day of the month of 
December following issuance or renewal, and shall be invalid after that date unless renewed. Certificates 
expire with the death of the holder. 


c. Renewal of expired certificates. In the event a certificate has lapsed for a continuous period of three 
years or more, then the former registrant shall be required to present evidence to the Board of his continued 
proficiency, and shall appear personally before the Board in order that the Board may determine whether 
to renew the previous certificate. Upon reinstatement of a lapsed certificate, the holder thereof shall be 
required to make payment of the fees and penalties as prescribed therein. 


9. REGISTRATION OF CORPORATIONS: A corporation, in order to solicit and practice 
architecture, shall register and be issued a certificate of registration bearing the 
corporate name and the legend “Registered Architect - State of New Mexico", provided 
that such corporation shall, before obtaining the certificate of registration: 


f Comply with all requirements of the Architects’ Law(Section 67-12-9, N.M.S.A., 
1953 compilation), the rules and regulations of the Board and all amendments to such 
statutes and regulations. 


2. The application shallinclude information necessary to establish whether or not 
the architects of the corporation are, in fact, principals, as set forth in Section 
67-12-5E. Some specific factors which may be considered are, but are not limited to: 


(a) Whether the registered architects can and do act independently, and have 
controlling authority within the corporation. 


: (b) Whether the registered architects are officers or directors, or both, of 
the corporation. 


(c) Whether the registered architects own stock in the corporation. 


(d) Whether the registered architects participate in a profit sharing program 
in the corporation. 


(e) Whether the registered architects’ names appear inthe name of the corpora- 
tion, if the names of other individuals appear therein. 


(f) Whether the salaries of the registered architects are comparable to sal — 
‘aries of others in the corporation. 


3. That allplans, specifications, plats and reports issuedby the corporation must 
be stamped with both the registered architectural seal of the corporation and the 
registered architectural seal of the individual architect of the corporation respon- 
sible for the preparation and issuance of such documents. Said individual architect 
must also assume individual and personal legal responsibility for the document which 
he issues and shall signify such personal legal responsibility by affixing his signa- 
ture to the seal in the manner as follows: ("John Doe," Architect-Individually, and 
not as agent or employee of "John Doe" Corporation). Regulation No. 2, May 1966. 


4. The corporation applying for registration, and corporations seeking annual re- 
newal of the license to practice architecture, shall submit information, satisfactory 
to the Board of Examiners for Architects, .which establishes whether the registered 
architects of the corporation are principals, as set forth in 9.2 above. 


10. DISPLAY OF CERTIFICATES OF REGISTRATION: The Board requires that each holder of a Cer- 
tificate of Registration display such certificate in a conspicuous place in his or her office or place of business. 


11. INDIVIDUAL SEALS: Each architect registered for practice within the State of New Mexico shall 
secure a rubber stamp type or metal-impression type circular seal of the following approved design: The 
rubber stamp shall have two concentric circles, the outer circle 154 inches in diameter, the inner circle 
1% inches in diameter. The upper portion of the annular space between the two circles shail have the 
words, “State of New Mexico”, the lower portion the words, “Registered Architect”. The space enclosed 
by the inner circle shall have the name of the architect and his number of registration. Where there is a part- 
nership, the individual names of the members registered, as well as their numbers, may appear on the seal. 
A metal-impression seal shall be the same, with the exception of the concentric circles, the outer circle 
then being 1 5/8 inches and the inner circle 1 inch. All working drawings, specifications and reports prepared 
by, or under the supervision of the individual, partnership, or firm, must bear the imprint of this seal. 


12. ROSTER: The Secretary shall maintain a current roster of persons holding certificates of registra- 
tion to practice architecture in the State of New Mexico. The roster will be published as often as the Board 
deems sufficient, not to exceed once every two years. The roster will be sent to all architects registered 
in the State of New Mexicg. Other copies will be available at a charge of $2.50. 


(b) PROFESSIONAL EXAMINATION. Candidates with a degree in Architecture (B. Arch. or M. Arch.) 
from a school accredited by the National Architectural Accrediting Board, will be required to take the De- 
sign-Site Planning portion only of the Equivalency Examination. Upon passing this portion of the Equiva- 
lency Examination, the candidate is eligible for the NCARB Professional Examination. 

The candidate either passes or fails the Professional Examination. Candidates will not retain credit from 
one examination to the next for parts passed during the previous examination. The Board may require can- 
didates who receive a Weak score (based upon Weak, Average, Strong grading by ETS) in at least 3 of the 4 
parts of the Professional Examination to re-take the examination. 


The Professional Examination will be given in December each year. 
2. RECIPROCITY. Applicants having registered in other states, territories or nations may be registered 


in New Mexico only after attaining a current certificate from the National Council of Architectural Regis- 
tration boards. See 4. below. 


3. THE SENIOR ORAL EXAMINATION. Applicants for the New Mexico Oral Examination must have 
- all the requirements for the New Mexico Written Examination in addition to having been actively engaged 


_ for eight (8) years or more in architectural work of a character satisfactory to the Board. 


4. NATIONAL COUNCIL OF ARCHITECTURAL REGISTRATION BOARDS CERTIFICATE. An ap- 
plicant possessing a current certificate from the National Council of Architectural Registration Boards may 
be accepted for registration in New Mexico without further written examination, provided the applicant 
complies with all other legal requirements for registration, including qualification in design for lateral forces, 
and Oral Examination in person before the Board. Applications of National Council of Architectural Reg- 
istration Boards candidates who fail to respond to two consecutive invitations to appear before the Board 
shall be considered no longer valid. To obtain further consideration a new application must be filed and an 
additional application fee paid. 


5. TEMPORARY REGISTRATION OR INTERIM CERTIFICATE. The New Mexico Architectural Law 
contains no provision for temporary registration or interim certificate. See Statute 67-12-7. 


6. STRUCTURAL QUALIFICATIONS. Persons already holding registration in New Mexico and persons 
registered in other states seeking reciprocity in New Mexico who are not yet qualified in design for lateral 
forces may become so qualified either by passing the current National Council of Architectural Registra- 
tion Boards’ Examination “G” (Structural Design) or by submission of a treatise on design for lateral forces 
and solving a problem on design for lateral forces in a manner acceptable by the Board. 


7. UNIFORM LICENSING ACT. Procedures for licensing of Architects shall also be me by the 
provisions of the Uniform Licensing Act, Section 67-26-1, et seq.

67-12-1. Purposes of the act. — 1. A. In order to safeguard life, health, and property, and to promote 
public welfare, any person practicing architecture in this state shall be required to submit evidence that he 
or she is qualified to practice, and:shall be registered as hereinafter provided, and from six [6] months after 
the passage of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9] it shall be unlawful for any person to practice architecture in 
this state unless such person has been duly registered under the provisions of this act, except as hereinafter 
provided. 


67-12-1.1. Definitions. — As used in Article 12, Chapter 67, New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 
Compilation, as amended: 

A. “Practice of architecture” includes the design, the preparation of working drawings and specifications 
for, and the general administration of the construction of one or more buildings. Provided, however, the term 
“practice of architecture” shall not be construed to include or have application to those persons specifically 
exempted under the provisions of sections 67-12-7 and 67-12-8 New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 
Compilation. 

B. “General administration of construction” means the interpretation of such drawings and specifica- 
tions, the establishment of standards of acceptable materials and workmanship, and periodic inspections at 
the building site. . 

C. “Building” includes structures intended for human habitation, occupancy, shelter or environment. 


67-12-2. Board of registration created. — 2. A. There is hereby created a State Board of Examiners for 
Architects, hereinafter called the “board.” This board of examiners shall consist of five (5) members, to be 
appointed by the governor of this state at the same time and under the conditions described as follows: 

2. B. Upon the passage of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9] the governor shall sppoint one (1) of said mem- 
bers of said board to hold office for a period of one (1) year; and two (2) to hold office for a period of two 
(2) years; and two (2) to hold office for a period of three (3) years; and thereafter all appointments shall 
be for a period of three (3) years. Each of these members of the board shall be registered resident archi- 
tects practicing in the state at the time of the passage of this act. 

2.C. Each member of the board shall receive a certificate of appointment from the governor, and be- 
fore beginning his term of office he shall file with the secretary of state the constitutional oath of office. 
Each member of the board first created shall receive a certificate of registration under this act from the gov- 
ernor of the state, and thereafter no one shall be eligible for membership on the board who does not at that 
time hold an unexpired certificate to practice architecture issued under this act. 

2.D. Excepting the board first appointed, the five (5S) members of the board shall each have had at 
least ten (10) years experience in the practice of architecture and shall have been in responsible charge of 
work for at least five (5) years. Each member of the board shall be a citizen of the United States and shall 
have been a resident of New Mexico for five (5) years at the time of his appointment, and shall be at least 
thirty-five (35) years of age. The governor may remove any member of the board for misconduct, incom- 
petency, or neglect of duty. 


- 
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67-12-3. Duties of the board. — A. The board shall hold a meeting within sixty [60] days afterits mem- 
bers are first appointed, and thereafter shall hold at least two [2] regular meetings each year. 

B. The board or any committee thereof shall have the power to subpoena any witness, to administer 
oaths, and to take testimony concerning matters within its jurisdiction. It shall be within the jurisdiction of 
the board to determine and prescribe by regulations the professional and technical qualifications necessary 
for the practice of architecture in New Mexico. The board shall adopt and have an official seal, which shall 
be affixed to all certificates of registration granted, and may make rules and regulations not inconsistant 
with law. 

C. Members of the board shall receive per diem and mileage as provided in the Per Diem and Mileage 
Act [5-10-1 to 5-10-5], and shall receive no other compensation, perquisite or allowance, except for the 
secretary who shall receive, in addition, a salary to be set by the board. All expenses certified by the board 
as properly and necessarily incurred in the discharge of its duties, including authorized reimbursement, and 
including necessary expenses incident to co-operation with like boards of other states, shall be paid by the 
state treasurer out of the “fund of the board of examiners for architects” on the warrant of the director of 
the state department of finance and administration issued upon vouchers signed by the chairman and sec- 
retary or by two [2] other members and the secretary of the board; Provided, however, that at no time shall 
the total warrants issued exceed the total amount of funds accumulated under this act, being sections 67- 
12-1 through 67-12-9 New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 Compilation, as amended. All moneys derived 
from the operation of this act shall be deposited with the state treasurer, who shall keep such moneys in the 
separate fund hereinbefore designated. 

D. The board shall hold at least once each year, an examination of applicants tor registration, at a time 
and place designated by the board. 

E. Upon application therefor, upon a prescribed form, and upon payment by the applicant of a fee of 
fifty dollars ($50.00), the board shall consider such application, and, in cases as herein authorized, issue a 
certificate of registration as an architect to any person who submits evidence satisfactory to a board that 
he or she is fully qualified to practice architecture. 

F. It shall be the duty of the board to report to the district attorney of the district whee the offense 
was committed any person or persons violating any provision of this act. 

G. The board shall have the power to revoke the certificate of registration of any architect registered 
hereunder who is found guilty of any fraud or deceit in obtaining a certificate of registration, or of gross 
negligence, incompetency or misconduct in the practice of architecture, or of stamping with his official seal 
any plans, specifications, plats, and reports in violation with [of] the provisions of section 67-12-6 New 
Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 Compilation. Any person may prefer charges of such fraud, deceit, neg- 
ligence, incompetency, misconduct, or misuse of his official seal, against any architect registered hereunder; 
such charges shall be in writing and sworn to by the complainant and submitted to the board. Such charges, 
unless dismissed without hearing by the board as unfounded or trivial, shall be heard and determined by the 
board within three [3] months after the date on which they are preferred. A time and place for such hear- 
ing shall be fixed by the board. A copy of the charges, together with a notice of the time and place of hear- 
ing, shall be legally served on the accused at least thirty [30] days before the date fixed for the hearing; and 
in the event that such service cannot be effected thirty [30] days before such hearing, then the date of hear- 
ing and the date of determining shall be postponed as may be necessary to permit the carrying out of this 
condition. At the hearing, the accused shall have the right to appear personally, and by counsel, and to 
cross-examine witnesses against him, and to produce evidence and witnesses in his defense. If after the hear- 
ing three [3] or more members of the board vote in favor of finding the accused guilty of any fraud or de- 
ceit in obtaining a certificate, or of gross negligence, incompetency, misconduct or misuse of his official seal 
in the practice of architecture, the board shall revoke the certificate of registration of the accused. 


67-12-4. Duties of the secretary of the board. — 4. A. The secretary of the board shall receive and ac- 
count for all moneys, derived from the operation of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9], and shall deposit them 
in the state treasury, and shall give a surety bond in the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for the 
faithful performance of his or her duties. 

4.B. The secretary shall notify every person registered hereunder, of the date of the expiration of his 
certificate, and the amount of the renewal fee for one (1) year. Such notices shall be given not less than 
thirty (30) days prior to the expiration of said certificate. The secretary shall keep a record of the proceed- 
ings of the board and the register of all applicants for registration, and a complete record of all examinations, 
written or oral. 

4.C. The secreatry shall receive for the performance of the duties of his office the sum of one dollar 
($1.00) per year. 


67-12-5. Requirements for registration. — 5. A. No person shall be eligible for registration, who is not of 
good character and repute, and who has not been actively eng»ged for eight (8) years or more in architec- 
tural work of a character satisfactory to the board. However, each year of teaching or of study satisfactor- 
ily completed of architecture in a school of architecture of a standing satisfactory to the board shall be equi- 
valent to one (1) year of such active engagement. 

5. B. All applicants for registration shall be required to pass a written and/or oral examination as re- 
quired by the board. 

5.C. Properly qualified individuals, firms or corporations residing in the state of New Mexico, who shall 
have been lawfully engaged in the professional practice of architecture for one (1) year or more in the state 
at the time this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9] takes effect shall be granted a certificate of registration without 
examination by payment to the board of the fee for the certificate of registration, on condition that the ap- 
plicant satisfies the board of examiners that he is qualified to be styled or known as an architect or regis- 
tered architect. 

5.D. In determining the qualifications of applicants for registration as architects, a majority vote of 
the members of the board shall be required. In case the board denies the issuance of a certificate to an appli- 
cant, one-half of the registration fee deposited shall be returned by the board to the applicant. 

5. E. A corporation, partnership or association may engage in the practice of architecture in this state, 
provided at least two (2) of the principals of such corporation, and all members of such partnership or as- 
sociation are registered as herein required of architects or as otherwise by this act authorized to practice. 


67-12-6. Certificates of registration. — A. Each registrant hereunder may, upon registration, obtain the 
seal of the design authorized by the board, bearing the registrant’s name, and the legend “‘Registered Archi- 
tect — State of New Mexico.” Plans, specifications, plats, and reports issued by a registrant must be stamp- 
ed with the said seal during the life of a registrant’s certificate, and it shall be unlawful for anyone to stamp 
or seal any documents with the said seal after the certificate of the registrant named thereon has expired or 
has been revoked, or to stamp or seal any document with said seal that has not been prepared personally by 
the registrant, or under his direct supervision. 

B. Certificates of registration shall expire on the last day of the month of December following their is- 
suance or renewal, and shall be invalid after that date unless renewed. Renewal may be effected at any time 
during the month of December by the payment of a fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for a legal resident and 
thirty dollars ($30.00) for a nonresident, to the secretary of the board. The failure on the part of any regis- 
trant to renew his certificate annually in the month of December, as required above, shall not deprive such 
person of the right of renewal thereafter, but the fee to be paid for the renewal of a certificate after the 
month of December shall be increased ten per cent [10%] for each month or a fraction of a month that the 
payment for renewal is delayed; Provided, however, that the maximum fee for a delayed renewal shall not 
exceed twice the normal fee for each and every year that the registrant remains in default. 


67-12-7. Exemptions. — 7. A. The following shall be exempt from the provisions of this act [67-12-1 
to 67-12-9]: 

7.B. Architects who are not legal residents of and have no established places of business in this state 
who are acting as consulting associates of a legal resident architect registered under the provisions of this 
act; Provided, the nonresident architect is qualified for such professional service in his own state or coun- 
try. 

7.C. Architects acting solely as an officer or employee of the United States or any interstate railroad 
system. 

7.D. Architects acting solely as employees of the state of New Mexico, or any political subdivision of 
the state at the time this act becomes effective and thereafter only until the expiration of the then existing 
term of office of such employees. 

7.E. Nothing in this act shall prevent the draftsman, students, clerks of the work, superintendents and 
other employees of lawfully practicing architects under the provisions of this act, from acting under the in- 
structions, control, or supervision of the employer, or to prevent the employment of superintendents on the 
construction, enlargement or alterations of buildings or any appurtenances thereto; or prevent such superin- 
tendents from acting under the immediate personal supervision of registered architects by whom the plans 
and specifications of any building, enlargements, constructions, or alterations were prepared. 


67-12-8. Restrictions. — A. Except as otherwise provided in sections 67-]2-1 through 67-12-9 NMSA 
1953, neither the state nor any political subdivision of the state shall engage in the construction or main- 
tenance of any public work involving architecture for which the plans, specifications and architectural ser- 
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vices have not been provided by legal resident registered architects of the state. Except in the case of mun- 
icipalities, nothing in this section shall be held to apply to public work wherein the contemplated expendi- 
ture for the complete project does not exceed five thousand dollars ($5,000). In the case of municipalities 
nothing in this section shall apply to public work wherein the contemplated expenditure for the complete 
project does not exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000). In the case of school districts, nothing in this sec- 
tion shall apply to the construction or relocation of portable classroom units that are intended for use as 
temporary classroom units standing individually. Portable classrooms will no longer be considered tempor- 
ary where joined together to form a school complex. 

B. Nothing in sections 67-]2-1 through 67-12-9 NMSA 1953 shall prevent any individual, firm or cor- 
poration from preparing architectural plans and specifications without being registered, unless the same in- 
volves public safety or health, but the work shall be done on residences of less than three [3] stories, or the 
work shall be done on commercial or industrial or semi-public buildings, the construction cost of which 
does not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000). 


67-12-9. Violations and penalties. — 9. A. Any person who shall present or attempt to file as his own 
the certificate of registration of another, or who shall give forged or willfully false evidence of any kind to 
the board or any member thereof for the purpose of obtaining a certificate, or shall falsely impersonate any 
other practitioner, or who shall use or attempt to use, an expired or revoked certificate of registration, or 
shall use, or permit another to use, his official architect’s seal to stamp or seal any documents that have not 
been prepared either by him or under his supervision, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
subject toa fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), 
or imprisonment for three (3) months, or to both fine and imprisonment; and any person who shall prac- 
tice or offer to practice architecture in this state in violation of the provisions of this act [67-12-1 to 67-1 2-9] 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be liable to a fine of not less than ten dollars ($10.00) 
nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00) for such offense, each day to constitute a separate offense. A person 
shall be construed to practice, or offer to practice, architecture, who, by verbal claim, sign, advertisement, 
letterhead, card or in any other way, represents himself to be an architect, with or without qualifying ad- 
jectives, or through the use of some other title implies that he is an architect. The grand juries in the coun- 
ty seats of the state of New Mexico are given inquisitorial powers over all violations of this act, and the 
judges of the courts shall give same in their charges to the grand juries. It shall be the duty of the members 
of the board to report any violations of this act to the proper authorities. The word “‘persons” or “person” 
in this section shall also include firms and corporations. 

9.B. It shall be the duty of all constituted officers of the law of this state, or any political subdivision 
thereof, to enforce the provisions of this act and to prosecute any persons violating same. The attorney gen- 
eral of the state or his assistant shall act as legal advisor of the board and render such legal assistance as may 
be necessary in carrying out the provisions of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9}.

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NEW MEXICO BOARD OF EXAMINERS FOR ARCHITECTS 


Rules and Regulations 
Filed under State Rules Act July 28,1970. 
As amended unanimously by the Board on March 2, 1974 


Section 1. ORGANIZATION 


1. NAME. The name of this agency of the State of New Mexico is the State Board of Examiners for 
Architects. It is composed of five members appointed by the governor and shall subsequently be referred 
to as the Board. 


2. OBJECT. The object of the Board shall be the administration of the New Mexico Architectural Law, 
in accordance with the duties and requirements as prescribed in Chapter 28 of the New Mexico Session 
Laws 1939 (67-12-1, et seq.) New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 Compilation. 


3. SEAL. The official seal of the Board shall be as follows: an embossed circular seal two and one-fourth 
inches in diameter, consisting of two concentric circles, the outer circle to be one and three-fourths inches 
in diameter. The annular space between the two circles shall contain the words ““New Mexico Board of Ex- 
aminers for Architects” and the year “1931”. The inner circle shall contain the Seal of the State of New 
Mexico. 


4. OFFICERS OF THE BOARD. The Board shall elect annually a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Secre- 
tary, who shall be chosen from among its members. Officers shall hold office until their successors have been 
duly elected and qualified. 


5. MEETINGS. The Board will meet at least three times each fiscal year for the purpose of transacting 
such business as may lawfully come before the Board. Candidates for registration, and applicants for the 
Examinations, will be interviewed at any or all of the meetings. Times and places for the meetings are avail- 
able from the Secretary, and will be advertised prior to the meetings. 


6. QUORUM. Three-fifths of the membership constitutes a quorum of the Board for the transaction of 
business. 


7. SALARIES. Members of the Board shall receive no salary for their services with the exception of the 
Secretary who shall receive one dollar per annum. 


8. AMENDMENTS. These Rules and Regulations may be amended at any regular or special meeting of 
the Board by majority vote, provided a copy of the proposed amendments has been given or mailed to each 
member of the Board at least ten days prior to the meeting at which time they are to be considered; or with- 
out such notice, at any meeting where there is a full attendance of all five members of the Board. Amend- 
ments by letter ballot may be passed providing all five members vote upon the questions involved. Less than 
five votes shall be construed in the same manner as though those not received had voted to defer action un- 
til the next meeting. 


Section 2. ADMINISTRATION 


1. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS; 


a. The Chairman shall, when present, preside at all meetings, appoint all committees subject to confirma- 
tion by vote of the Board, and sign with the Secretary all certificates that are issued. All vouchers drawn up- 
on the funds of the Board shall be signed by the Chairman or the Secretary. The Chairman shall perform all 
other duties ordinarily pertaining to the office of Chairman, or as herein or hereafter prescribed. 


b. The Vice-Chairman will, in the absence of the Chairman, preside at the meetings and execute the du- 
ties of the Chairman. 


c. The Secretary shall, with the assistance of such clerical help as the Board may provide, conduct and 
care for all correspondence of the Board, keep the minutes of the meetings, and all books and records as 
herein or hereafter provided, including those related to finance. He shall sign with the Chairman all Certifi- 
cates of Registration and all other official documents of the Board. He shall be in possession of the official 
seal and affix same to all Certificates and other official documents upon order of the Board. He shall provide 
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due notice to each member of the Board of the date, place, and time of all meetings, and present at each 
meeting a general report covering all business of the Board between meetings and comply with the instruc- 
tions as set out in Article 12, Paragraph 67-12-4 of the New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 Compilation. 


2. ORDER OF BUSINESS at any meeting of the Board shall be as follows: 
Roll Call 

Reading of the Minutes of the previous meeting, or discussion if previously mailed. 
Reading of the Secretary’s Reports 

Committee Reports 

Election of Officers and installation of same (at annual meeting) 
Consideration of old applications 

Unfinished Business 

Consideration of new applications 

New Business 

Review of the Board activities 

Adjournment 


3. LETTER BALLOTS. The Chairman and Secretary are authorized to issue letter ballots upon any 
questions needing immediate action of the Board, or upon applications for examinations when presented, 
if applications warrant such action. Such letter ballots shall provide for a negative vote, an affirmative vote, 
and a vote to defer action on the question until the next meeting. If two or more members vote to defer 
action until the next meeting, then the Secretary shall place the question on the Agenda for the next called 
meeting. Letter ballots shall be tabulated by the Secretary ten days after the date of mailing, and ballots re- 
ceived after that time shall not be considered. 


4. COMMITTEES. The Presiding Officer at any meeting of the Board is authorized to appoint special 
committees from the membership of the Board. The duties of such committees shall be as assigned at the time 
the committee is appointed. 


5. FINANCE. All vouchers issued upon the funds of the Board shall be signed by the Chairman or the 
Secretary. Bills shall be approved only by one of the following methods: 

a. By vote of approval at a meeting of the Board 

b. By letter ballot containing an itemized statement 

c. By previous vote of the Board setting a maximum cost which has not been exceeded. 


6. REIMBURSEMENT TO BOARD MEMBERS: Members of the Board shall be reimbursed according to 
the provisions of the Per Diem & Mileage Act. 


7. APPLICATION AND REGISTRATION FEE: The application and registration fee shall be $50.00, 
payable upon submission of each application. 


8. REGISTRATION RENEWAL: Fees for annual renewal of certificates shall be fifteen dollars ($15.00) 
for a legal resident of the state of New Mexico, and thirty dollars ($30.00) for a non-resident. Renewal may 
be effected at any time during the month of December by payment of the fee prescribed. 


a. Penalties. Upon the failure on the part of any registrant to renew his certificate annually in the month 
of December, the renewal fee shall be subject to an increase of 10 percent for each month or fraction of a 
month that the payment is delayed; provided, however, that the maximum fee for a delayed renewal shall 
not exceed twice the normal fee for each and every year that the registrant remians in default. 


b. Expiration of certificates. Certificates of registration shall expire on the last day of the month of 
December following issuance or renewal, and shall be invalid after that date unless renewed. Certificates 
expire with the death of the holder. 


c. Renewal of expired certificates. In the event a certificate has lapsed for a continuous period of three 
years or more, then the former registrant shall be required to present evidence to the Board of his continued 
proficiency, and shall appear personally before the Board in order that the Board may determine whether 
to renew the previous certificate. Upon reinstatement of a lapsed certificate, the holder thereof shall be 
required to make payment of the fees and penalties as prescribed therein. 


9. REGISTRATION OF CORPORATIONS: A corporation may register and be issued a certificate of 
registration bearing the corporate name and the legend “Registered Architect — State of New Mexico,” pro- 
vided that such corporation shall before obtaining the certificate of registration: 
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1. Comply with all requirements of the Architects’ Law (Sections 67-12-1 through 67-12-9, N.M.S.A., 
1953 compilation), the rules and regulations of the Board and all amendments to such statutes and reg- 
ulations. 


2. Comply with all the requirements of the Professional Corporation Act, (Section 51-22-1 through 
51-22-13, N.M.S.A., 1953 compilation (P.S.). 


3. That all plans, specifications, plats and reports issued by the corporation must be stamped with both 
the registered architectural seal of the corporation and the registered architectural seal of the individual 
architect of the corporation responsible for the preparation and issuance of such documents. Said indiv- 
idual architect must also assume individual and personal legal responsibility for the document which he 
issues and shall signify such personal legal responsibility by affixing his signature to the seal in the man- 
ner as follows: (“John Doe,” Architect-Individually, and not as agent or employee of “John Doe” Cor- 
poration). Regulation No. 2, May 1966. 


10. DISPLAY OF CERTIFICATES OF REGISTRATION: The Board requires that each holder of a Cer- 
tificate of Registration display such certificate in a conspicuous place in his or her office or place of business. 


11. INDIVIDUAL SEALS: Each architect registered for practice within the State of New Mexico shall 
secure a rubber stamp type or metal-impression type circular seal of the following approved design: The 
rubber stamp shall have two concentric circles, the outer circle 1%4 inches in diameter, the inner circle 
1% inches in diameter. The upper portion of the annular space between the two circles shall have the 
words, “‘State of New Mexico”’’, the lower portion the words, “‘Registered Architect”. The space enclosed 
by the inner circle shall have the name of the architect and his number of registration. Where there is a part- 
nership, the individual names of the members registered, as well as their numbers, may appear on the seal. 
A metal-impression seal shall be the same, with the exception of the concentric circles, the outer circle 
then being 1 5/8 inches and the inner circle 1 inch. All working drawings, specifications and reports prepared 
by, or under the supervision of the individual, partnership, or firm, must bear the imprint of this seal. 


12. ROSTER: The Secretary shall maintain a current roster of persons holding certificates of registra- 
tion to practice architecture in the State of New Mexico. The roster will be published as often as the Board 
deems sufficient, not to exceed once every two years. The roster will be sent to all architects registered 
in the State of New Mexico. Other copies will be available at a charge of $2.50. 


13. LEGAL RESIDENT ARCHITECT: A legal resident architect is oné who is physically present and living 
in New Mexico who manifests a demonstrable intention to establish, maintain,-and reside in a New Mexico 
domicile permanently or indefinitely. Reasonable proof of such intent may be properly required by the 
Board by way of oral testimony, affidavits, or other documentary evidence. This definition applies to all 
types of business entities engaged in the practice of architecture as well as persons who are architects. Reg- 
lation No. 1, May 1966. 


Section III. APPLICATIONS 


1. Applications shall be submitted on prescribed forms and shall’ be attested before a Notary Public. 
All information requested in the form shall be carefully submitted in sufficient detail as to enable the 
Board to evaluate the applicant’s qualifications. The application, together with the Application Fee pre- 
scribed in Section II, shall be sent to the Secretary of the Board. Applications will be received at any time, 
but to be considered for a specific date, applications must be filed at least 60 days prior to the published 
date for such examination. Those desiring re-examination during the period when the application is in force 
shall notify the Secretary of the Board at least 60 days prior to the published date of the examination. 

The initial application fee is $50.00. This fee entitles applicant to take Equivalency Examination, or 
Design-Site Planning portion thereof, and the Professional Examination. The fee for re-taking any exam- 
ination is $25.00, payable with the applicant’s request for re-examination. Applications remain valid for a 
period of three years, provided that at the end of each year an affidavit bringing the application up to date, 
is filed with the Secretary of the Board. 


2. COLLEGIATE RECORD. If the application record includes academic training credits, then the appli- 
cant shall request the school or college attended to send a certified transcript of collegiate credits directly 
to the Secretary of the Board. 
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3. QUALIFICATIONS AND REQUIREMENTS. 


a. In determining the qualifications of applicants for registration as architects, a majority vote of the 
members of the board shall be required. 


b. Rules and procedures set out herein for obtaining registration in New Mexico apply equally to resi- 
dents of the state and to non-residents. 


c. The applicant shall be of good character and repute. Items which the Board may consider under this 
qualification are: 


(i) conviction for commission of felony; 
(ii) misstatement or misrepresentation of fact by the applicant in connection with his application; 
(iii) violation of any of the standards of conduct required of license holders and set forth in the statutes 
or regulations; and 
(iv) practicing architecture without license in violation of the licensing laws of the State of New Mexico. 


If the applicant’s background includes any of the foregoing the Board may, notwithstanding, approve the 
application on the basis of suitable evidence of reform. 


d. The applicant shall have been engaged for eight years or more in architectural work of a character 
satisfactory to the board. 


The applicant shall satisfy the board that he meets one of the following requirements: 


Graduate of an accredited architectural school Experience Required 
M. Arch. (after B. Arch.) 2 years 
M. Arch. (after B.F.A. in architecture) 3 years 
M. Arch. (after non-architectural degree) 3 years 
B. Arch. 3 years 
Graduate of architectural-engineering school, or non-accredited architectural 
school, including 4-year course leading to B.F.A. in Architecture 4 years 
Non-school trained candidate 10 years 


For each academic year short of graduation, add 2 years of experience not to exceed a total of 10 years 
education and experience. 


An accredited school is understood to mean an architectural school or department with full accreditation 
as granted by the National Architectural Accrediting Board, by another accrediting agency approved by the 
Board, or by the Board itself. 


e. The Board will evaluate experience, training, and education in accordance with requirements stated 
herein and, in general, conformity with NCARB table of equivalents for education, training,and experience. 


f. Full credit will be given for experience in registered architects’ offices, after graduation. Credit will be 
given for the experience in registered architects’ offices before graduation (summers, full or part-time, 2 
month interval minimum) if this experience is of diversity and character satisfactory to the Board — not to 
exceed a total of one year of credit. 


g. Other Experience Credit — Experience with engineering firms, general contractors, government offices, 
or others engaged in construction will be evaluated and partial credit may be allowed if the experience is of 
diversity and character satisfactory to the Board. 


h. Noapplicant, regardless of established qualifications may be registered to practice architecture in New 
Mexico until such applicant shall have appeared in person before the Board, or committee of the Board, 
for examination or interview. 

i. Oral examination shall be:administered prior to admission to any written examination. It will be given 
at least 30 days prior to the published date for each written examination and is mandatory for basis of Nat- 
tional Council of Architectural Registration Boards’ certification. 


4. NOTIFICATION OF ACCEPTANCE OR REJECTION. Following review of an application, the Sec- 
retary shall notify each applicant whether or not he qualifies. for the Oral Examination. If he qualifies he 
will be notified of the time and place of the next scheduled Oral Examination as well as the time and place 
of the next Written Examination. In case he does not qualify for the Oral Examination, he shall be informed 
of the cause and should he subsequently meet the requirements for the Oral Examination, he may then refile 
for examination. Following the Oral Examination the applicant will be informed of acceptance or rejection 
for the written examination. 
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Section TV. EXAMINATIONS 


1. WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS. 


(a) EQUIVALENCY EXAMINATION. Those candidates who do not hold a degree in architecture (B. 
Arch. or M. Arch.) from a school accredited by the National Architectural Accrediting Board, will be re- 
quired to take the NCARB Equivalency Examination. Upon passing all parts of the Equivalency Examina- 
tion, the candidate is eligible for the NCARB Professional Examination. 


The candidate will retain credit for parts of the Equivalency Examination passed, should he fail to pass 
the total examination on his first attempt. During the next scheduled Equivalency Examination he would 
re-take only those parts which he had not passed. 


The Equivalency Examination will be given in June each year. 


(b) PROFESSIONAL EXAMINATION. Candidates with a degree in Architecture (B. Arch. or M. Arch.) 
from a school accredited by the National Architectural Accrediting Board, will be required to take the De- 
sign-Site Planning portion only of the Equivalency Examination. Upon passing this portion of the Equiva- 
lency Examination, the candidate is eligible for the NCARB Professional Examination. 


The candidate either passes or fails the Professional Examination. Candidates will not retain credit from 
one examination to the next for parts passed during the previous examination. The Board may require can- 
didates who receive a Weak score (based upon Weak, Average, Strong grading by ETS) in at least 3 of the 4 
parts of the Professional Examination to re-take the examination. 


The Professional Examination will be given in December each year. 


2. RECIPROCITY. Applicants having registered in other states, territories or nations may be registered 
in New Mexico only after attaining a current certificate from the National Council of Architectural Regis- 
tration boards. See 4. below. 


3. THE SENIOR ORAL EXAMINATION. Applicants for the New Mexico Oral Examination must have 
. all the requirements for the New Mexico Written Examination in addition to having been actively engaged 
_ for eight (8) years or more in architectural work of a character satisfactory to the Board. 


4. NATIONAL COUNCIL OF ARCHITECTURAL REGISTRATION BOARDS CERTIFICATE. An ap- 
plicant possessing a current certificate from the National Council of Architectural Registration Boards may 
be accepted for registration in New Mexico without further written examination, provided the applicant 
complies with all other legal requirements for registration, including qualification in design for lateral forces, 
and Oral Examination in person before the Board. Applications of National Council of Architectural Reg- 
istration Boards candidates who fail to respond to two consecutive invitations to appear before the Board 
shall be considered no longer valid. To obtain further consideration a new application must be filed and an 
additional application fee paid. 


5. TEMPORARY REGISTRATION OR INTERIM CERTIFICATE. The New Mexico Architectural Law 
contains no provision for temporary registration or interim certificate. See Statute 67-12-7. 


6. STRUCTURAL QUALIFICATIONS. Persons already holding registration in New Mexico and persons 
registered in other states seeking reciprocity in New Mexico who are not yet qualified in design for lateral 
forces may become so qualified either by passing the current National Council of Architectural Registra- 
tion Boards’ Examination “‘G” (Structural Design) or by submission of a treatise on design for lateral forces 
and solving a problem on design for lateral forces in a manner acceptable by the Board. 


7. UNIFORM LICENSING ACT. Procedures for licensing of Architects shall also be governed by the 
provisions of the Uniform Licensing Act, Section 67-26-1, et seq.

67-12-1. Purposes of the act. — 1. A. In order to safeguard life, health, and property, and to promote 
public welfare, any person practicing architecture in this state shall be required to submit evidence that he 
or she is qualified to practice, and:shall be registered as hereinafter provided, and from six [6] months after 
the passage of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9] it shall be unlawful for any person to practice architecture in 
this state unless such person has been duly registered under the provisions of this act, except as hereinafter 
provided. 


67-12-1.1. Definitions. — As used in Article 12, Chapter 67, New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 
Compilation, as amended: 

A. “Practice of architecture” includes the design, the preparation of working drawings and specifications 
for, and the general administration of the construction of one or more buildings. Provided, however, the term 
“practice of architecture”’ shall not be construed to include or have application to those persons specifically 
exempted under the provisions of sections 67-12-7 and 67-12-8 New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 
Compilation. 

B. “General administration of construction” means the interpretation of such drawings and specifica- 
tions, the establishment of standards of acceptable materials and workmanship, and periodic inspections at 
the building site. 

C. “Building” includes structures intended for human habitation, occupancy, shelter or environment. 


67-12-2. Board of registration created. — 2. A. There is hereby created a State Board of Examiners for 
Architects, hereinafter called the “board.” This board of examiners shall consist of five (5) members, to be 
appointed by the governor of this state at the same time and under the conditions described as follows: 

2. B. Upon the passage of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9] the governor shall sppoint one (1) of said mem- 
bers of said board to hold office for a period of one (1) year; and two (2) to hold office for a period of two 
(2) years; and two (2) to hold office for a period of three (3) years; and thereafter all appointments shall 
be for a period of three (3) years. Each of these members of the board shall be registered resident archi- 
tects practicing in the state at the time of the passage of this act. 

2.C. Each member of the board shall receive a certificate of appointment from the governor, and be- 
fore beginning his term of office he shall file with the secretary of state the constitutional oath of office. 
Each member of the board first created shall receive a certificate of registration under this act from the gov- 
ernor of the state, and thereafter no one shall be eligible for membership on the board who does not at that 
time hold an unexpired certificate to practice architecture issued under this act. 

2.D. Excepting the board first appointed, the five (5) members of the board shall each have had at 
least ten (10) years experience in the practice of architecture and shall have been in responsible charge of 
work for at least five (5) years. Each member of the board shall be a citizen of the United States and shall 
have been a resident of New Mexico for five (5) years at the time of his appointment, and shall be at least 
thirty-five (35) years of age. The governor may remove any member of the board for misconduct, incom- 
petency, or neglect of duty. 
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67-12-3. Duties of the board. — A. The board shall hold a meeting within sixty [60] days after its mem- 
bers are first appointed, and thereafter shall hold at least two [2] regular meetings each year. 

B. The board or any committee thereof shall have the power to subpoena any witness, to administer 
oaths, and to take testimony concerning matters within its jurisdiction. It shall be within the jurisdiction of 
the board to determine and prescribe by regulations the professional and technical qualifications necessary 
for the practice of architecture in New Mexico. The board shall adopt and have an official seal, which shall 
be affixed to all certificates of registration granted, and may make rules and regulations not inconsistant 
with law. 

C. Members of the board shall receive per diem and mileage as provided in the Per Diem and Mileage 
Act [5-10-1 to 5-10-5], and shall receive no other compensation, perquisite or allowance, except for the 
secretary who shall receive, in addition, a salary to be set by the board. All expenses certified by the board 
as properly and necessarily incurred in the discharge of its duties, including authorized reimbursement, and 
including necessary expenses incident to co-operation with like boards of other states, shall be paid by the 
state treasurer out of the “‘fund of the board of examiners for architects” on the warrant of the director of 
the state department of finance and administration issued upon vouchers signed by the chairman and sec- 
retary or by two [2] other members and the secretary of the board; Provided, however, that at no time shall 
the total warrants issued exceed the total amount of funds accumulated under this act, being sections 67- 
12-1 through 67-12-9 New Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 Compilation, as amended. All moneys derived 
from the operation of this act shall be deposited with the state treasurer, who shall keep such moneys in the 
separate fund hereinbefore designated. 

D. The board shall hold at least once each year, an examination of applicants tor registration, at a time 
and place designated by the board. 

E. Upon application therefor, upon a prescribed form, and upon payment by the applicant of a fee of 
fifty dollars ($50.00), the board shall consider such application, and, in cases as herein authorized, issue a 
certificate of registration as an architect to any person who submits evidence satisfactory to the board that 
he or she is fully qualified to practice architecture. 

F. It shall be the duty of the board to report to the district attorney of the district where the offense 
was committed any person or persons violating any provision of this act. 

G. The board shall have the power to revoke the certificate of registration of any architect registered 
hereunder who is found guilty of any fraud or deceit in obtaining a certificate of registration, or of gross 
negligence, incompetency or misconduct in the practice of architecture, or of stamping with his official seal 
any plans, specifications, plats, and reports in violation with [of] the provisions of section 67-12-6 New 
Mexico Statutes Annotated, 1953 Compilation. Any person may prefer charges of such fraud, deceit, neg- 
ligence, incompetency, misconduct, or misuse of his official seal, against any architect registered hereunder; 
such charges shall be in writing and sworn to by the complainant and submitted to the board. Such charges, 
unless dismissed without hearing by the board as unfounded or trivial, shall be heard and determined by the 
board within three [3] months after the date on which they are preferred. A time and place for such hear- 
ing shall be fixed by the board. A copy of the charges, together with a notice of the time and place of hear- 
ing, shall be legally served on the accused at least thirty [30] days before the date fixed for the hearing; and 
in the event that such service cannot be effected thirty [30] days before such hearing, then the date of hear- 
ing and the date of determining shall be postponed as may be necessary to permit the carrying out of this 
condition. At the hearing, the accused shall have the right to appear personally, and by counsel, and to 
cross-examine witnesses against him, and to produce evidence and witnesses in his defense. If after the hear- 
ing three [3] or more members of the board vote in favor of finding the accused guilty of any fraud or de- 
ceit in obtaining a certificate, or of gross negligence, incompetency, misconduct or misuse of his official seal 
-in the practice of architecture, the board shall revoke the certificate of registration of the accused. 


67-12-4. Duties of the secretary of the board. — 4. A. The secretary of the board shall receive and ac- 
count for all moneys, derived from the operation of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9], and shall deposit them 
in the state treasury, and shall give a surety bond in the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for the 
faithful performance of his or her duties. 

4.B. The secretary shall notify every person registered hereunder, of the date of the expiration of his 
certificate, and the amount of the renewal fee for one (1) year. Such notices shall be given not less than 
thirty (30) days prior to the expiration of said certificate. The secretary shall keep a record of the proceed- 
ings of the board and the register of all applicants for registration, and a complete record of all examinations, 
written or oral. 

4.C. The secreatry shall receive for the performance of the duties of his office the sum of one dollar 
($1.00) per year. 
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67-12-5. Requirements for registration. — 5. A. No person shall be eligible for registration, who is not of 
good character and repute, and who has not been actively engaged for eight (8) years or more in architec- 
tural work of a character satisfactory to the board. However, each year of teaching or of study satisfactor- 
ily completed of architecture in a school of architecture of a standing satisfactory to the board shall be equi- 
valent to one (1) year of such active engagement. 

5.B. All applicants for registration shall be required to pass a written and/or oral examination as re- 
quired by the board. 

5.C. Properly qualified individuals, firms or corporations residing in the state of New Mexico, who shall 
have been lawfully engaged in the professional practice of architecture for one (1) year or more in the state 
at the time this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9] takes effect shall be granted a certificate of registration without 
examination by payment to the board of the fee for the certificate of registration, on condition that the ap- 
plicant satisfies the board of examiners that he is qualified to rs styled or known as an architect or regis- 
tered architect. 

5.D. In determining the qualifications of applicants for registration as architects, a majority vote of 
the members of the board shall be required. In case the board denies the issuance of a certificate to an appli- 
cant, one-half of the registration fee deposited shall be returned by the board to the applicant. 

5. E. <A corporation, partnership or association may engage in the practice of architecture in this state, 
provided at least two (2) of the principals of such corporation, and all members of such partnership or as- 
sociation are registered as herein required of architects or as otherwise by this act authorized to practice. 


67-12-6. Certificates of registration. — A. Each registrant hereunder may, upon registration, obtain the 
seal of the design authorized by the board, bearing the registrant’s name, and the legend “‘Registered Archi- 
tect — State of New Mexico.” Plans, specifications, plats, and reports issued by a registrant must be stamp- 
ed with the said seal during the life of a registrant’s certificate, and it shall be unlawful for anyone to stamp 
or seal any documents with the said seal after the certificate of the registrant named thereon has expired or 
has been revoked, or to stamp or seal any document with said seal that has not been prepared personally by 
the registrant, or under his direct supervision. 

B. Certificates of registration shall expire on the last day of the month of December following their is- 
suance or renewal, and shall be invalid after that date unless renewed. Renewal may be effected at any time 
during the month of December by the payment of a fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for a legal resident and 
thirty dollars ($30.00) for a nonresident, to the secretary of the board. The failure on the part of any regis- 
trant to renew his certificate annually in the month of December, as required above, shall not deprive such 
person of the right of renewal thereafter, but the fee to be paid for the renewal of a certificate after the 
month of December shall be increased ten per cent [10%] for each month or a fraction of a month that the 
payment for renewal is delayed; Provided, however, that the maximum fee for a delayed renewal shall not 
exceed twice the normal fee for each and every year that the registrant remains in default. 


67-12-7. Exemptions. — 7. A. The following shall be exempt from the provisions of this act [67-1 2-1 
to 67-12-9]: 

7.B. Architects who are not legal residents of and have no established places of business in this state 
who are acting as consulting associates of a legal resident architect registered under the provisions of this 
act; Provided, the nonresident architect is qualified for such professional service in his own state or coun- 
try. 

7.C. Architects acting solely as an officer or employee of the United States or any interstate railroad 
system. 

7.D. Architects acting solely as employees of the state of New Mexico, or any political subdivision of 
the state at the time this act becomes effective and thereafter only until the expiration of the then existing 
term of office of such employees. 

7. E. Nothing in this act shall prevent the draftsman, students, clerks of the work, superintendents and 
other employees of lawfully practicing architects under the provisions of this act, from acting under the in- 
structions, control, or supervision of the employer, or to prevent the employment of superintendents on the 
construction, enlargement or alterations of buildings or any appurtenances thereto; or prevent such superin- 
tendents from acting under the immediate personal supervision of registered architects by whom the plans 
and specifications of any building, enlargements, constructions, or alterations were prepared. 


67-12-8. Restrictions. — A. Except as otherwise provided in sections 67-12-1 through 67-12-9 NMSA 
1953, neither the state nor any political subdivision of the state shall engage in the construction or main- 
tenance of any public work involving architecture for which the plans, specifications and architectural ser- 
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vices have not been provided by legal resident registered architects of the state. Except in the case of mun- 
icipalities, nothing in this section shall be held to apply to public work wherein the contemplated expendi- 
ture for the complete project does not exceed five thousand dollars ($5,000). In the case of municipalities 
nothing in this section shall apply to public work wherein the contemplated expenditure for the complete 
project does not exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000). In the case of school districts, nothing in this sec- 
tion shall apply to the construction or relocation of portable classroom units that are intended for use as 
temporary classroom units standing individually. Portable classrooms will no longer be considered tempor- 
ary where joined together to form a school complex. 

B. Nothing in sections 67-12-1 through 67-12-9 NMSA 1953 shall prevent any individual, firm or cor- 
poration from preparing architectural plans and specifications without being registered, unless the same in- 
volves public safety or health, but the work shall be done on residences of less than three [3] stories, or the 
work shall be done on commercial or industrial or semi-public buildings, the construction cost of which 
does not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000). 


67-12-9. Violations and penalties. — 9. A. Any person who shall present or attempt to file as his own 
the certificate of registration of another, or who shall give forged or willfully false evidence of any kind to 
the board or any member thereof for the purpose of obtaining a certificate, or shall falsely impersonate any 
other practitioner, or who shall use or attempt to use, an expired or revoked certificate of registration, or 
shall use, or permit another to use, his official architect’s seal to stamp or seal any documents that have not 
been prepared either by him or under his supervision, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
subject to a fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), 
or imprisonment for three (3) months, or to both fine and imprisonment; and any person who shall prac- 
tice or offer to practice architecture in this state in violation of the provisions of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9] 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be liable to a fine of not less than ten dollars ($10.00) 
nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00) for such offense, each day to constitute a separate offense. A person 
shall be construed to practice, or offer to practice, architecture, who, by verbal claim, sign, advertisement, 
letterhead, card or in any other way, represents himself to be an architect, with or without qualifying ad- 
jectives, or through the use of some other title implies that he is an architect. The grand juries in the coun- 
ty seats of the state of New Mexico are given inquisitorial powers over all violations of this act, and the 
judges of the courts shall give same in their charges to the grand juries. It shall be the duty of the members 
of the board to report any violations of this act to the proper authorities. The word “persons” or “person” 
in this section shall also include firms and corporations. 

9.B. It shall be the duty of all constituted officers of the law of this state, or any political subdivision 
thereof, to enforce the provisions of this act and to prosecute any persons violating same. The attorney gen- 
eral of the state or his assistant shall act as legal advisor of the board and render such legal assistance as may 
be necessary in carrying out the provisions of this act [67-12-1 to 67-12-9]. 
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
